froniTrof. E. Stone Wiggins, 1. 1,. IV. 
astronomer of tho Canadian finance 
department, saymg : On the 2Sd of 
September 1 announced, through the 
Canadian press, that a groat storm 
would occur in March next, that it 
would first be fell in the northern
